morning, so peacefully that 
those who watched at his bedside 
scarcely realized that the end was 
at hand until he had breathed his 
last, age 66 years.

Shelby 
remained 
uncon­ 
scious to the last, and no sign or 
word of recognition of those about 
him came from the dying man. His 
eyelids 
had remained closed 
for 
'; some hours, and there was only a 
'relaxation of the features as the 
hand of death swept across his pah 
hd face. 
Gen. Shelby began to sink 
at 9 
o ’clock last 
night. 
At 
that hour 
Drs. 
Boulware and Gilmore said 
he could not survive beyond mid­ 
night. 
The 
family 
had 
already 
given up the last ray of hope, and 
Mrs. Shelby and her daughter. Miss 
Anna, were prostrated with grief. 
No arrangements for the funeral 
have yet been made, but the family 
decided, 
after 
consultation 
this 
morning, to bury General Shelby 
beside his comrades of 
the 
con­ 
federacy in Forest Hill cemetery, 
Kansas City. 
Ben Shelby said the 
people of Bates county wanted his 
i^ther’s body to rest in the ceme- 
tery at Butler, twenty miles from 
the family home, and he felt that 
their 
wishes should be 
regarded. 
However, 
Mrs. 
Shelby 
and 
the 
other members 
of the family felt 
that the 
Kansas 
City 
cemetery 
would 
be 
the 
proper 
place 
for 
burial and so decided. 


EX CONFEDERATES IN CHARGE. 
Telegrams were sent to the lead­ 
ing members of the ex-Confederate 
association 
at 
Kansas 
City 
and 
other points in the state this morn* 
ing notifying them of Gen. Shelby’s 
death. 
The ex-confederate veterans of 
Kansas City will have charge of the 
funeral and will complete the ar­ 
rangements there. 
The body will 
likely be taken from here by special 
funeral train over the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf railroad Mon­ 
day. 
The body may lie in state in 
Kansas City for a day, although 
this will be left entirely to the con­ 
federate veterans. 
“ Uncle Billy” Hunter, General 
Shelby^s old body 
servant, 
wept 
like a child when he was told that 
General Sheiby was dead, burying 
his face in his hands and sobbing: 
“ M y old mars’ is gone.” 
Time and 
again he repeated this, and he could 
scarcely be comforted. 
When the news of General Shel­ 
by’s death had spread to Adrian, 
Butler and Merwin, the neighbors 
and friends of the family began to 
assemble. 
E verym an, woman and 
child in Bates county was General 
Shelby’s friend and the countryside 
had 
anxiously inquired 
for 
him 
every dav «ince be had been sick. 
Today, when the news of his death 
became 
known,

FOR RAPID COOLING, 


So me 
No v3l Uses fo r Artificial Re- 
frig eratio n . 
Numerous special applications of 
refrii^eration 
have 
arisen which 
would scarcely have been suspected 
until small refrigeratiiig* plants were 
perfected. 
There are many prod­ 
ucts, such as oil and chemicals, 
which are drawn very hot from the 
stills and retorts, and on which the 
saving^ of time by quick cooling^ 
more than pay s for the cost of re­ 
frigeration. 
Among these lines of service per­ 
haps one of the most interesting is 
that of chocolate-making. 
Choco­ 
late was 
formerly manufactured 
only in cold weather when the tem­ 
perature was low enougli for it to 
be worked and hardened. 
A working-room temperature of 
65 degrees is sufficient for the di]> 
ping process and insures the setting 
of the chocolate 'when put in the 
chill-room at 45 degrees. 
If the 
temperature be much above 65 de­ 
grees the chocolate remains sticky 
and plastic, 
which is very incon­ 
venient under any circumstances, 
and absolutely fatal to bonbons. 
Cooling coils are placed around 
the room like steam-pipes, but in 
addition to this, and of even greater 
importance, air-bunkers are provid­ 
ed, containing ammonia coils, over 
which the air is forced and cooled. 
It is then delivered to 
} room 
through large galvanized pipes, run­ 
ning across the ceiling, thus pro­ 
viding ventilation for the operatives 
and the requisite coolness to work 
the chocolate. 
The chill-room is re­ 
frigerated to 45 degrees in the usual 
way and opens off the dipping-room. 
Another one of the many odd 
uses of refrigeration is in connec­ 
tion with gelatine working. 
Every ­ 
one is familiar with the gelatine 
capsules in which medicine is ad­ 
ministered, and will readily under­ 
stand that difficulty might be ex­ 
perienced in 
manufacturing such 
articles in hot and moist 'weather. 
The capsules are formed of sheets of 
gelatine pressed over steel pins. 
The cooling must take place rapidly 
in order to turn out the product in 
sufficient quantity , while to insure 
quality and general evenness of ma­ 
terial a proper temperature must bo 
provided. 
In one of these instances it was 
found that about 120,000 cubic feet 
of air had to be cooled per hour in 
order to insure an even tempera­ 
ture for the gelatine, and about IGO,- 
000 pounds of steel pins per work­ 
ing day had to be cooled from about 
9 0 to 75 degrees. 
By combining 
the two requirements and making 
the blast of cold air cool the pins, 
both of these results were eilected 
through one operation, 
requiring 
only the cooling of sufficient air in 
bunkers with 
refrigerating coils. 
Perfect success was met, and prob­ 
ably in no other way could so use­ 
ful a result have been obtained so 
cheaply . 
In the tempering of steel or the 
cooling of other articles in a bath of 
special composition of such cost that 
it cannot well be run to waste—as 
oil or brine—the necessity arises of 
removing the heat surrendered by 
the material cooled, thus keeping a 
constant temperature in the dipping 
tank. 
In the case of saw-temper­ 
ing, a large volume of brine is re­ 
frigerated and ch'culated through 
the dipping vat. 
The large reserve 
volume acts as a fly -wffieel, equal­ 
izing fluctuations of 
temperature 
arising from vary ing rates of dip­ 
ping, the compressor running con­ 
tinuously .—W. C. Kerr, in Cassicr’s 
Magazine.

HAS TICKED FOR CENTURIES. 


An Old Clo ck in t ’le Po ssessio n c f an 
Oh io Co b b ler. 
Christian Riglo, an aged cobbler 
residing in Bradford, 
O., 
is the 
owner of what is perhaps tho oldest 
clock in Ohio. 
It has been in the 
possession of his family for two 
centuries, 
and was an old clock 
when purchased by his great-grand­ 
father in Pennsy lvania 200 y ears 
ago. 
As it has no date, there is no 
telling how many y ears tho old clock 
has seen. 
Every thing about it is evidently 
hand-made, and bears the marks of 
great age. 
Tho works arc similar 
to the old brass clocks, 
but are 
made of iron, and it strikes the 
hours on a bell, which has an inex­ 
pressibly sweet tone, and is so ad­ 
justed 
that it alway s strikes the 
hour indicated by tiie hour hand. 
The dial is of sheet iron embellished 
with bronze scroll work in has re­ 
lief, and the hours are indicated by 
Homan and the minutes by Arabic 
characters in different circles. 
On the dial, in crude, irregular 
lettering, 
is 
the 
inscription: 
“ George 
Iloff, 
Lancaster,” 
but 
whether this is the name of a form­ 
er owner or the maker, or the town 
is Lancaster, Pa., or some other 
Lancaster, is unknown. 
The power that drives the wheels 
are weights, and they are wound by 
pulling them up in tho same way 
that the 
Columbus clock of the 
' ancient pattern is wound. 
Notwithstanding its great age, it 
still keeps accurate time, and keeps 
ticking merrily away . 
Antiquarians have offered 
Mr. 
Rigle what would bo to him a small 
fortune for the clock, but he has so 
far refused all offers, and say s that 
ho does not know how large a sum 
it would take to tempt him to part 
with the old family heirloom. —Cin­ 
cinnati Enquirer.

The torch is 
extinguished with a copper snuffer. 
The old form of torch was a largo 
copper cy linder, Vvith an ordinary 
wick at the end of a staff.

cy linder containing the oil could be 
used for only a few minutes at a 
time because it became heated and 
caused the oil to expijd.'.

day , they all speak too much and 
too often. 
The same thing may be 
said of county councils, boards, ves­ 
tries and other conciliabula of the 
law courts, and even—wo hint it 
with whispering huinbloness—of the 
churclies. 
We live, in fact, in a 
whirlwind of words, a delirium of 
talk; and this unwholesome environ­ 
ment leads to tho development of a 
neurotic condition of tho political 
and social organism which is fraught 
with tiie gravest danger to the corn- 
inoiiweal.

His Psy cholorical titaiu s. 
It is obvious that to a race want­ 
ing ill our own exp 'rienccs a large 
part of our vocabulary 
must be 
meaningless. 
Analogous 
experi­ 
ences, of course, give insig’it into a 
foreig 1 tongue, but here the colored 
child is at a peculiar disadvantage. 
The tradi ions of African savager^q 
even if they ha I reaclied him, offer 
no iikencss to the history of the 
Anglo-baxoii. 
Slavery was a state 
with laws and customs and cere- 
mouies bearing certain resembUinccs 
to our own, but the negro who has 
pass'ed thro’dgh this slate to tho 
freedom of American citieensliip is, 
as it were, a man without a icestral 
history . 
Instead of clierliliing his 
past and try ing to impress its mem­ 
ories and ivleals upon his children, 
he s'^eks rather to destroy them. He 
reacts against his past and inlffbits 
it. 
On the other hand, ho has not 
.y et become sufficiently possessed of 
our civilization to impart its mot.hcr- 
lorc to his children. 
The absence of 
social restraints, either in form of 
crude su|)erstltious or of complex 
sentiments and ideals, explains per­ 
haps 
the frequent outbursts 
of 
ferocious passions on the part of 
negroes; the same condition insures 
also a primitive state of nature in 
their children. 
Scientific research 
affords proof of tho fundamental 
unity of mind, but it gives no less 
decisive proof of differences duo to 
ancestry and training. 
Tho negro 
child 
is 
psy chologically 
different 
from the white child. 
In automatic 
power ho is superior, but in the 
power of abstraction, of judgment 
and analy sis ho is decidedly inferior. 
The fact must be recognized in tho 
school training. 
In purpose amd in 
liberal provision tho education of 
tho negro should be the same as 
that of white children.

In to Electricity at a Pro fit, 
( 
Shoreditch is going to lead the 
way in one branch of municipal en­ 
terprise, and that is the economical 
disposal of ash-bin refuse. 
Through 
the kindness of Mr. H. E. Kersha'w, 
tho chairman of the electric light­ 
ing committee of the Shoreditch 
vestry (writes one of our representa­ 
tives), I have had tho opportunity of 
becoming acquainted with the grand 
now scheme which is to utilize the 
dust of Shoreditch by making it 
produce light and motive power. 
The vestry has to dispose of 20,000 
tons of dust and ash-bin refuse an- 
nuadly , cund the contract for its re­ 
moval is now let at 3s. 5d. per ton, 
which means that tho vestry has to 
pay considerably over £ 3,000 every 
y ear to somebody to take it away . 
A good many local authorities have 
put up destructors, vTiich burn uy 
the dust, but Shoreditch is coming 
forward v.nth a scheme which is go­ 
ing to uTlizo tlie furnaces to gen­ 
erate electriciiy for motive power 
and light. 
Tho vestry ha.s pur­ 
chased a good site in the middle of 
the borough, on which will be placed 
the electric generating station, the 
new baths and warehouses, and the 
free libre.ry . 
The furnaces which 
burn up tiie dust will heat boilers, 
which will in their turn supply 
steam to engines of 2,400 horse­ 
power, and these will work the dy n­ 
amos for creating the electricity , 
which will bo distributed all over 
the ixirlsli in the form of electric 
light and motive power. And, final­ 
ly , tho exhaust steam will heat the 
water ill the baths and washhouses, 
and so save an expenditure of £ 500 
a .vear in coal. 
Such in tho main outline is the 
gr.*at scheme wliich the Shoreditch 
vestry is carry ing out. There comes 
in the question, how will it affect the 
rate-pa vers? 
From a careful and 
exhaustive report which has been 
drawn up by Mr. Mansfield Robin­ 
son on the whole scheme, I learn 
that ilio total annual expenditure, 
including interest and capital repay 
^ 
meats, is estimated to reach £ 3,537. 
Against this must be put the sav­ 
ing on dust disposil, the receipts 
for motive power and light supplied 
lo private customers, etc., which are 
put at £ .), 127, leaving a net annual 
])roiit of £ 1,59 0.

price for disposing of dust, which 
was 3s. per ton. 
Since then the 
contract has been placed at 3s. 5d., 
so that prospects of profit are more 
favorable than Mr. Robinson puts 
them now. 
Thus it will bo seen that without 
a larthing additional burden to the 
rates (in fact, in a prospect of a 
saving of £ 2,000 a y our), the vestry 
will in 42 3^ears become possessed of 
a property which will be w’orth 
XlOOjOOO, unincumberod with debt. 
Already sufficient applications have 
been received for power and light to 
'warrant an extension cf tho origi­ 
nal scheme.
